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COL. ROOSEVELT 
SHOT BY SCHRANK 
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Oklahoma City, Okla., Sept.— 
The Oklahoma delegation and 
exhibit for the International Dry- 
Farming Congress at Lethbridge, 
Alta., will leave this city Sept. 
28th over the “Katy’’ road on a 
special train which will be one of 
the most palatial equipments ever 
sent out of the Southwest. The 
train has been routed via Kansas 
City over the Katy, to Denver 
over the Santa Fe, to Billings, 
Mon., over the Burlington, to Se- 
attle, Wash., over the Great 
Northern and connections, and 
thence to Lethbridge over the Soo 
and Canadian Pacific. Return- 
ing, the route will be east to Win- 
nipeg, thence south to St. Paul 
and down the Mississippi Valley 
through St. Louis, making many 
stops. 

Secretary Marle Woodson of 
the committee in charge of the 
arrangements is preparing the 
best selected exhibit ever sent 
out of the state, and is arranging 
to have two carloads of dry-farm- 
ed products sent along with the 
delegates and shown at all im- 
portant stops. The exhibits will 
be gathered in every county of 
of the state and will comprise 
grains, grasses, roots and fruit. 

Last year Oklahoma captured 
the first prize for wheat at the 
Dry-Farming Congress at Color- 
ado Springs, and came near the 
top on kafir and milk maize. In- 
stances Of Dumpeit® Antotteneu amg———= 
the more arid countries afe-cae™?

X-ray examination. It is stated 
by his personal physician that un.

The following report was given 
by his physicians; 

“Col. Roosevelt's hurt isa deep 
bullet wound of the chest wall with- 
out striking a vital organ in transit. 
The wound was to the right of, and 
one inch below the level of the 
right nipple, The range of the 
bullet was upward and inward, a 
distance of four inches, deeply in 
chest wall. There was no evidence 
of the bullet penetrating the chest 
wall. Pulse, go; temperature, 99.2; 
respiration, 20; leuccocyte count, 
82 at 10 a: m1, No operation to re- 
move bullet is indicated at the 
present time. Condition hopeful, 
but the wound is so important as to 
demaad absolute rest for a number 
of days, 


House Built of 
Farm Products 


Oklahoma City, Okla.—One of 
the features of the Oklahoma ex- 
bibt at the International Dry- 
Farmed Products Exposition at 
Lethbridge, Alberta, will be a log 
house built entirely of farm  pro- 
ducts, The sides of the building 
will be made of large stalks of corn 
laid parallel to represent logs, The 
roof will be shingled with complete 
heads of kafir and milo in alternate 
rows, The fire place and chimney 
will be built of various colored ears 
of corn, 

On one side of the house will be 
a cotton field with negroes at work 
in it. In front of the house door 
another old-time southern ‘‘darky” 
will be just opening an immense 
Oklahoma watermelon, The cotton 
field is to be composed of actual 
growing stalks of cotton. These 
stalks have been grown in the green 
house of the agricultural school, 
having been placed in tubs, and 
they will begin opening balls about 
the middle of October. 

In view of the fact that cotton 
and kafir are not grown in Canada 
and tbat very little corn is grown, 
the exhibit is certain to attract’ 
much attention and be one of the 
novel features of the exposition,

First.—It washes out plant food 
Nitrogen is the plant food element 
that the western soil is most defic- 
ientiu. It is easily washed out. 
If washed below feeding ground of 
plant roots, it is lost, 

Second,—It clogs the surface few 
inches of soil by cementing the 
small particles together and thus 
produces puddling, which all recog- 
nize as very injusious to soil. 

Third,—It crowds outair, This 
lessens the action of bacteria in 
making plant food, 

Fourth,—It lowers the tempera- 
ture of soil, This retards growth. 
Seasons are too short here and 


growth should be hastened, 
Fifth.—The excess water that 
goes into the soil comes out some- 
where, It oftens seeps out on the 
land lower and injures it, or even 
destroys its use for agricultural

Tree Growing Contest 


— 


The best tree growers in Southern 
Alberta will be awarded prizes to a total 
amount of $2,400 for their work in the 
next two years. These prizes are offered 
by the department of Natural Resources, 
Canadian Pacific Railway, with the idea 
of stimulating interest in arboreal adorn- 
ment of prairie farms. While the treeless 
portions of the plains of Southern Alber- 
ta are especially adapted to the economic- 
al beginning of agricultural operations, it 
cannot be gainsaid that, after the start 
has once been made, the absence of trees 
tends to make the farmstead less home- 
like and more liable to uncomfortableness 
on account of lack of shelter, Real/zing 
the desirability of a greater and more ex- 
tended growth of trees, the Railway Co. 
has inaugurated the competition mention- 


ed, 

Briefly, the conditions of the contest 
are as follows: Those eligible are actual 
settlers (Owners or lessees) resident on 
land purchased from the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company or the Alberta Rail- 
way and Irrigation Company, recently 
acpuired by the C, P. R., south of town- 
ship 28, a line east and west through 
Crossfield is practically the northern limit; 
plantations set out previous to the spring 
of 1913 cannot compete; settlers who wish 
to enter the competition must notify the 
Forestry Branch, Departmeat of Natural 
Resources, Canadian Pacific Railway, 
Calgary; prizes will be awarded in the 
fall of 1914, after which time further 
competitions will be instuted, open to all 
settlers growing windbreaks in the district; 
there must be at least one hundred entries. 

The prizes are as follows: Sweepsteak 
prize of $600 for the best plantation; 
grand prize of $300 for the best plantat- 
ion in the C; P. R. Irrigation block; $100 
for the second best plantation in the Irri- 
gation Block; four prizes of $50 each tor 
western section of Irrigation Block; two 
prizes of $50 each for central section; two 
Prizes vf S50 each for cast ston; 
grand prize of $300 for the best plantat- 
ion in A. R, and 1, block; $100 for second 
best plantation in A, R. and I. block; four 
further prizes of $50 each for plantations 
in A. R. and I, block; eight prizes of $50 
each for plantations on land outside of 
the irrigation blooks, sweepstakes winner 
barred from the latter, 

The plantations will be judged on the 


points; cultivation’ and care or trees, 30 
points; brush, fruits, shrubs and flowers, 
10 points; growth and appearance of trees 
at time of final judging, 30 points, Judg- 
ing of the first two points will commence 
next spring. 

In order to encourage entries the For- 
estry Branch will supply free of charge 
half the trees needed by the competitors. 
For the other half entrance will be charges: 
one thousand trees or over $15 per hun- 
dred, Varities offered are Russian popu- 
lar, cottonwood, green ash, Manitoba 
maple, laulel leaf willow and caragana, 
1n addttion to furnishing trees, the For- 
estry Branch have issued a bulletin entitl- 
ed, “Increase the Value of Your Farm,” 
which will be sent free of charge to all 
applicants, whether entered in the com- 
petition or not. This bulletin gives full 
direction for setting out plantations.

Executions, when criminals were 
banged in the Old Batley tn London, 
bad certain customary sequels. The 
governor of Newgate, for tustance, al- 
ways gave a breakfast to those friends 
he bad Invited to see the hanging, and 
by established cnstom deviled kidneys 
always forined the principal dish, al- 
though, as John Hollingshead bad re- 
lated, nearly every one was obliged to 
swallow a glass of brandy first, 

Another function described in “Lon- 
don In the Sixties" was the reception 
held afterward by the hangman at the 
Green Dragon, in Fleet street, where 
he took refreshment witb bis admirers 
and sold the fatal rope at the rate of 
sixpence per Inch, 

In the good old times nearly every 
criminal who was executed was credit- 
ed with a confession and “last dying 
words,” whether be ottered them or 
not. According to Case and Cominent, 
these were printed in thousands by 
Mr. Catnach of Seven Diala, And 
sometimes an offender was reprieved 
on bis way to Tyburn and had the 
pleasure, like Lord Brougham, of read- 
ing his own obituary notice.
